This was a 1913 model, and the 
company — last of the steamer 
manufacturers — continued into- 
production well into the 1020s. Last- 
model I saw. about 1922, had a }

the back end of the earlier mach- 
f ;s; and was a big handsome

lac of that day.

Stanley was the last of the stcam-1 


ers. There had been a White steam 
car, made by the same company 
that manufactures 
White trucks, 


but it went out before World War 
I. The steam-car in principle had 
several advantages over the in- 
ternal-combustion engine. 


It was faster. 
It had greater acceleration. 


Alt 
burned 
kerosene, 
cheaper 


than gasoline. 


It was an unbeatable mountain- 


climber, having a direct drive and 
no gears. 


And it had virtually no vibration, 


made almost no noise. 


But there were disadvantages, 


too. The early steamers took con- 
siderable time to build up pres- 
sure when the boiler was first 
lighted in the morning. Stanley! 
finally overcame this by using an 
flectric flasher (equivalent of the 
gasoline engine's self-starter) and 
a new-type heating system and 
boiler that got steam up in a couple 
of minutes. 


The steamer used a lot of water 


Early models carried 50 feet of 
hose in the trunk, and about every 
40 or 50 miles the driver would 
roll up to a horse trough and sip-i 
hon in a new charge for his thirsty | 
boiler. Stanley overcame this by 
'^-capturing the exhaust stcam and 
condensing it in an initomoblic- 
type radiator, enabling the -car to 
go a couple of hundred miles on 
a charge. 


But there was one more handi- 


cap—and that one got the steamer. 
Not even Stanley could whip it. 
The ingenuity of man has always 
hud trouble finding a good durable 
packing for hot-water 
or 
stcam 


connections. The same thing that 
causes a hot-water faucet or 
a 


fWcslaunmt 
coffee 
urn spigot to 


eventually leak was a major rea- 
son for the death of the stcam car. 
Pump and engine connection pack- 
ing had to be tended to frequently. 
Owners usually did this themselves 
about once a week. 


Boilers would scale up over the 


^years, as all boilers do; but it 
''w,,s the weekly pump-packing job 


that cut the steam-car off from its 
public. The gas-engine car simply 
jfan longer with less attention. 


But you can't blame the Stanley 


Steamer for losing. Even the rail- 
road steam locomotive manufac- 
turers finally lost out to the intern- 
al-combustion diosel—for an iden- 
tical reason: The diesel stays out 
of the shop longer than Ihe stcam 
er. 


But atuomobile men will always 


remember the steamer as the car 
that would do 100 miles an hour 
when gasoline autos quit at 50, and 


ifnade a trip up and down the moun- 


tain before the gas engine could 
get out of low gear.
